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“Detox Center proposal 


_ receives mixed reviews

WILMINGTON — For the 

first time on Monday night, 
the Board of Selectmen 
heard the proposal from 
David Ray and Michael Cai- 
ra to build a detox center in 
north Wilmington. The pro- 
posed location for the facili- 
ty is across from Pizza Mia 
on Middlesex Avenue, in be- 
tween the train stop and the 
Citgo gas station. 
.Caira started by address- 
ing: the social media misin- 
formation and his desire to 
make the truth known at this 
meéting. 

“My involvement here is 
strictly voluntary, and it will 
probably end soon after, as 
we go through the regulato- 
ry for the permitting pro- 
céss,” he explained. 

He focused on the reality of 
the-issue at hand: that Wil- 
mihgton as a community 
neéds to do more than just 
talk about the problem, and 
that-«this would be a great 
tool that could help to make 
a real difference. 

He then introduced David 
Ray, who helped to really set 
the:tone for what the issue is 
and how this center may help. 

“If you haven’t seen the 
effects of the opioid epidemic, 
you’re about to. We’re about 
eight years to peaking. You 
will lose more people at the 
end of this decade to this than 
in any way, and they’re young 
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people in their late teens and 
early 20s,” he shared. 

Ray established his own 
story and credibility for cre- 
ating this center, having 
overcome addiction himself 
with help from the Plymouth 
House and dedicating his 
life to helping others. 

Ray grew up in North Read- 
ing, since his father has been 
pastor at Trinity Evangelical 
Church in North Reading for 
30 years. He went to Califor- 
nia for his undergraduate 
and master’s, and came back 
to live in Wilmington while 
he completed law school at 
Northeastern University. 
Since then, he’s become 
involved with a number of 
similar facilities to help oth- 
ers overcome addiction, and 
that’s led him to working 
with treatment program 
Number 16. 

Ray detailed the specific 
terms of the detox that would 
take place at this facility, and 
all of the important factors 
involved. 

“Detox by itself just doesn’t 
work... the problem that peo- 
ple are experiencing is that 
they don’t go anywhere after 
detox.” 

He said that this is a five to 
14 day stay, during which 
each individual will be stabi- 
lized and referred to a long- 
term facility according to 
their personal needs on a 
spiritual, emotional, and clin- 
ical basis. The facility would 
hold 48 beds and be full of 
capable staff who understand 
each patient’s condition. He 
emphasized that this would 
be a private care with dis- 
charge only to other facili- 
ties, with a community room 
for family meetings, 60 new 
jobs, and a priority for Wil- 
mington residents. 

Along with other comments 
from the board, there was a 
concern for the proposed lo- 


cation in regard to the cur- 
rent zoning by-law from Mike 
McCoy, which was answered 
by Caira. He prompted a 
statement to calm concerns 
for the facility creating a 
crime issue from Police Chief 
Michael Begonis. 

The chief made it clear 
that there had been no issues 
with the last center Ray has 
worked with in Wakefield, 
also built within a mile of a 
school — which were later 
confirmed by Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull. 

“What I’m telling you is we 
need it, we need it now,” he 
said. “It’s sad, but it’s a real- 
ity... They’re there for treat- 
ment. And the folks who 
aren’t in treatment are living 
in your neighborhood.” 

He expressed shame for the 
fact the fear that’s surround- 
ing the issue and assured fel- 
low meeting attendees that 
it’s his job to let them know 
about what they should real- 
ly be concerned. 

After. Selectman Michael 
Champoux warned that this 
might be Wilmington’s only 
chance to participate in such 
a positive opportunity, Kevin 
Caira asked a clarifying 
question about self-check out, 
and the answer was that it 
was indeed possible. Ray also 
tried to comfort by assuring 
that a criminal or mentally 
unstable person would not be 
permitted to leave. 

Next, the board asked the 
audience if anyone could 
speak to the potential de 
valuing of the properties 
around the proposed detox 
center. 

That was when the first 
resident spoke, Mary Gi- 
roux, who explained that the 
cited data did not pertain to 
this exact type of facility,

There is a bill at the State 
House right now to make 
that happen. It's in com- 
mittee, and has a long 
ways to go. But community 
media centers like WCTV 
see it as a great opportuni- 
ty to bring local program- 
ming back into the fore- 
front. 

I spoke on Monday at the 
Board of Selectmen meet- 
ing on this issue, and 
would like to thank the 
town's elected leaders for 
voicing support for this bill 
and asking our state legis- 
lators to advocate for it.

on their tax return. They may also be able to claim an 
exemption for each of their dependents. Each exemption 
normally allows them to deduct $4,050 on their 2016 tax 
return. Here are seven key points to keep in mind on 


dependents and exemptions: 


1. Personal Exemptions—Taxpayers can usually claim 
exemptions for themselves and their spouses on a jointly 
filed tax return. For married taxpayers filing separate 
returns, an exemption can only be claimed for a spouse 
if that spouse had no gross income; is not filing a tax 
return; and was not the dependent of another taxpayer. 


2. Exemptions for Dependents—A dependent is either a 
child or a relative who meets a set of tests. Taxpayers 
can normally claim dependents as exemptions. List a 
Social Security number for each dependent. For more on 
these rules, see IRS Publication 501, Exemptions, 
Standard Deduction and Filing Information. 


3. No Exemption on Dependent’s Return—If a taxpayer can 
claim a person as a dependent, then that dependent 
cannot claim a personal exemption on his or her own tax 
return. This is true even if no one claims that person on 


a tax return. 


4. Dependents May Have to File.—A dependent may have 
to file a tax return. This depends on certain factors like 
total income, whether they are married and if they owe 


certain taxes. 


5. Exemption Phase-Out—Taxpayers earning above a 
certain amount will lose part or all the $4,050 exemption. 
See Publication 501 for details.

WILMINGTON — Where 
can you see rabbits har- 
vesting grapes and making 
wine? Or rabbits printing a 
newspaper appropriately 


called the Underground 
Press? At the Wilmington 
Memorial Library during 
September and October, 
that's where. 

The library is hosting an 
exhibit of hand-colored 
etchings and related paint- 
ings by North Reading res- 
ident, Cambia Davis aka 
Cornelia Davis from her 
1970's Lapinville series. 

These etchings concern 
the rabbit world of Lapin- 
ville West, Lapinville East, 
Commune di Corniglia and 
The Easter Egg Factory, 
mainstay of their village's 
economy. Lapinville has its 
suburbs, too, where one 
can shop at the Shopping 
Mall Tree or buy tree- 
grown hearts and flowers 
for valentines. 

In the 1970's, Cornelia 
lived in New York where 


the West Village had a 
large open air vegetable 
and fruit market, juice 
bars, schools and a recy- 
cling center. 

These inspired most of 
the businesses in "Lapin- 
ville West." New York's Up- 
per East Side was filled 
with restaurants, eleva- 
tored apartment buildings 
and movie theaters which 
provided the connections to 
"Lapinville East." 

Before she moved to New 
York, she had worked at a 
small town weekly newspa- 
per where she saw big old

printing presses and the 
daily work of the editor and 
other workers.

WILMINGTON — On Sept. 
15, Lieutenant Brian Pupa of 
the Wilmington Police De- 
partment graduated from the 
FBI National Academy Pro- 
gram in Quantico, Virginia. 

A member of the Wilming- 
ton Police Force since 1997, 
Pupa currently serves as the 
commander of the Wilming- 
ton Police Department Cri- 
minal Bureau. He is not the 
only member of the Wil- 
mington Police Department 
to graduate from the pro- 
gram; Chief Michael Bego- 
nis and Deputy Chief Robert 
Richter have also attended 
the National Academy. 

Begonis’ and Richters’ suc- 
cesses following the pro- 
gram, on top of its impecca- 
ble reputation, were contri- 
buting factors towards Pupa 
wanting to attend.

“I saw Chief Begonis and 
Deputy Chief Richter bene- 
fit greatly from this,” Pupa 
reflected. “It’s definitely be- 
neficial to one’s position, 
and it’s a tremendous oppor- 
tunity for a learning experi- 
ence second to none.” 

Dubbed the “West Point for 
Law Enforcement,” the FBI 
National Academy was foun- 
ded in 1935 in order to pro- 
mote standardization and 
professionalization within 
law enforcement agencies 
throughout the United States. 

The program consists of a 
variety of physical and intel- 
lectual aspects. Participants 
complete roughly 17 hours of 
graduate-level courses, cer- 
tified by the University of 
Virginia, as well as partici- 
pate in physical fitness and 
health workouts. 

Students are trained by 
FBI Academy instructional 
staff, Special Agents, and 
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other staff members holding 
advanced degrees. Instruc- 
tors in the program are of- 
ten admired internationally 
for their work. 

The journey to get into the 
National Academy is not easy. 
To even be considered for 
acceptance, one must achieve 
at least the rank of Lieuten- 
ant within their department. 
Basing their decision on the 
reputation and accomplish- 
ments of an officer, candi- 
dates are then selected by the 
local branch of the FBI. 

At the end of the process, 
three candidates are chosen 
four times a year to partici- 
pate in the program, amoun- 
ting to only 12 each year. 
Each candidate must also 
be accepted and signed off 
by their chief and the local 
official of the town they 
serve. The exclusive pro- 
gram admits only about one 
percent of law enforcement

officers each.year. Pupa was 
one of the 12 officers across 
the Boston area to be chosen 
for the program this year.

at the Academy, Pupa ‘finds 
that the connections he ‘was

Dear editor, 

The Global Gas Station/ 
restqurant project proposed 
for‘the corner of Lowell and 
West Street has unified a 
neighborhood i in opposition. 

You” only need to drive 
through the area to see the 
public demonstration of dis- 
approval with all the houses 
displaying signs in opposition. 
As the ground-swell of resi- 
dent’ and taxpayers are mak- 
ing their opposition known — 
Global and its paid advocates 
are’ trying to put their better 
spin‘on the project. 

Global claims to be a good 
corporate citizen and prom- 
iseS to be a good neighbor — 
but' if their introduction to 
our community is any indi- 
cation of how they will treat 
Wilmington residents — they 
are‘off to a rocky start. 

As part of the planning 
board review, Global was 
required to produce a traffic 
study for the Town of Wil- 
mington. However, accord- 
ing to an independent peer 
review done by Green In- 
ternational — their report 
wasfilled with deliberate 
errors and/or omissions. 

The-biggest issue was with 
the crash data that they pro- 
vided — in fact, Global tried 
to under report the number 
of crashes by nearly 42 per- 
cent. Green International re- 
ports that their “review of 
the;,MassDOT crash data 
from 2010-2014 indicates 74 
crashes occurred during the 
study, period, significantly 
higher than the).43,.crashed 
indigated. by, the Global 
study, It appears Global is 
aware of the dangers of this 
intersection and the sur- 
rounding area, but chose to 
use numbers that made it 
look,,safer — putting their 
development and _ profit 
ahead of the the safety of 
our families and residents. 

In, addition, Global tried to 
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gloss over the traffic conges- 
tion in this area by using 
outdated data. Again, the 
peer review states Global 
used data from 2005 - 2009 
which “is not the most cur- 
rent data available” for their 
traffic volume assessment. 
Even with the old data, 
Global has not proposed any 
traffic improvements from 
Lucci’s Supermarket to the 
intersection of West and Lo- 
well Streets. A truthful and 
accurate review of the traf- 
fic volume and accident data 
would demonstrably show 
that this the most dangerous 
and congested area that 
would need remediation. 

Again, this is either gross 
incompetence or deliberate- 
ly misleading. Trust is earn- 
ed. Global’s actions during 
this process have given us 
little to trust and lead us to 
believe they do not care 
about the town or its poten- 
tial neighbors. 

Thankfully some of our 
town’s leadership is siding 
with the Wilmington families 
that oppose Global’s develop- 
ment. Selectman Mike 
McCoy, at the Sept. 11 Board 
of Selectman meeting, pub- 
licly announced his opposi- 
tion.

Langone unaware 13 Muse Ave. 


Dear editor, 

We wanted to provide this 
statement in response to Liz- 
zy Hill’s article dated Sept. 
16, 2017. 

Langone Development 
Group, Inc. completed the 
paperwork for a demolition 
permit and a new building per- 
mit at 13 Muse Ave. on Aug. 9. 
We received our demolition 
permit before we began any 
demolition work. The town 
permit process did not require 
an asbestos survey. Nor did 
any of the permit paperwork 
refer to one. If the town had 
‘referred to or required one, we 
would have done one. 

You cannot tell that siding 
has asbestos by simply look- 
ing at it. We did not know it 
was there. 

We were unaware that the 
house at 13 Muse Ave. had 
asbestos siding until the 
DEP showed up on the site 
on Aug. 29. Once we were 
informed of the risk, we did 


contained asbestos 


everything the DEP and 
Wilmington Board of Health 
asked us to do on the site. We 
have cooperated fully to rid 
the site of any contamina- 
tion and to clean up the area. 

By contrast, the neighbors 
informed the town of their 
concerns about asbestos in 
the home a week before dem- 
olition began. Unfortunately, 
the town did not share this 
information with us. Had we 
known there was asbestos, 
we would have engaged an 
asbestos abatement compa- 
ny before starting demoli- 
tion. We would not allow our 
workers to take down a 
house with asbestos without 
proper protective gear, nor 
work in a way that creates 
angst among the neighbors. 

Despite not intentionally 
violating any regulation, and 
promptly and completely 
cooperating with all DEP 
direction, we are now faced 
with a situation where the

Whitening. Whitening (also_ 
called‘Bleaching) is a proce=’ 
dure that brightens teeth that 
aretiscolored or stained or 
have’) darkened in color 
because of injury. Whitening 
cam;be performed on living 
teeth or teeth that have had 
root canal treatment. It may 
be done entirely in the dental 
office, (a process known as 
chairside bleaching) or the 


dentist may dispense a system 
for you to use at home (home- 
use bleaching). 

Chairside bleaching takes 
from 30 Minutes to on hour per 
visit. A chemical solution is 
applied to the teeth to lift out 
stains. A special light may be 
used at intervals to help acti- 
vated the bleaching agent. To 
complete the process, two to 10 
sessions one week apart 
maybe required. It is not 
uncommon for the teeth to 
become slightly sensitive tem- 
porarily after bleaching treat- 
ment. 

With home-use bleaching, 
the dentist creates a custom- 
fitted mouthguard that holds 
the bleaching gel. The mouth- 
guard is worn up to two hours 
daily or at night for the length 
of time specified by the den- 


‘tist. The amount of time per 


evening for which the mouth- 
guard is worn and the treat- 
ment duration may vary 
according to your needs and 
your dentist’s recommenda- 
tion. 

Other cosmetic options 

Bonding. If your teeth are 
chipped, broken, cracked or 
badly stained or have slight 


gaps, ask your dentist about 
bonding. Bonding is a cosmet- 
ic procedure that uses tooth- 
colored materials that are 
attached or bonded to the 
tooth surface. The process can 
improve unsightly stains from 
coffee, tea , tobacco or certain 
medications taken in child- 
hood. Bonding sometimes is 
used to correct chips or to fill 
small cavities. 

The bonding process 
involves preparing the tooth 
surface with an etching solu- 
tion. The solution allows the 
bonding material (resin-based 
composites) to better adhere 
to the tooth. Resins of various 
colors are carefully blended to 
match the color of the existing 
tooth. The resin is applied, 
contoured into the proper 
shape and hardened using a 
special light or chemical 
process. The bonded tooth 
then is smoothed and polished 
to appear natural. Bonding 
usually can be completed in 
one visit. 

Veneers. Veneers are thin 
custom-made shells that are 
designed to cover the front of 
the teeth. Made of tooth — col- 
ored materials, veneers are

residents and citizens of other 
towns in attendance shared 
their’ concerns and asked 
questions for the board, for 
David Ray, and for Michael 
Caira. 

"The remaining concerns 
were mainly for the safety of 
the area and the children liv- 


‘Ing»in it. These are parents 
‘fighting for the safety for 
; théir kids to walk to Elia’s or 
‘Dunkin Donuts, to not have 
‘to’ be exposed to the world of 
opioids at such a young age. 

‘ ,Qne. opponent of the center 


said, “I think this is a crime... 
and anyone committing this 
crime should go to jail, and 
they should get treatment 
there.” 

On the other side, a few 
residents shared the fear and 
the reality of not doing any- 
thing: that the town would 
see more and more young 
Wilmington residents die 
from not finding treatment. 
These supporters felt that 
the location of this center 
would provide an opportuni- 
ty to make a real difference 
in this growing and horrify- 
ing epidemic and bring pride 
to the community. 

One even went as far as to 
say that those suffering in 
this epidemic deserve to be 
treated, and to receive treat- 
ment with dignity, so that 
they will live and dedicate 
their life to helping people. 

All of these committed com- 
munity members agreed that 
Wilmington has the need for 
this facility, although some 
were certain that this area 
would not work, and that it 
would be more helpful to 
build the facility in a differ- 
ent part of town. A few men- 


tioned that they would cer- 
tainly advocate for the center 
in another spot. 

One resident, Jeff Wood, 
asked for Ray to come back 
with statistics to answer the 
concerns for security that he 
felt had not been answered. 
He suggested for Ray to find 
crime statistics in the 15 
towns in Massachusetts that 
also had detox facilities so 
that the people of Wilming- 
ton could have real numbers 
to work from. 

Finally, McCoy made a mo- 
tion to communicate with the 
town council to clarify about 
the zoning by-laws; the board 
shared their final thoughts 
and appreciation for the 
respect shown in the meeting; 
and Ray promised to provide 
a statement about the securi- 
ty in addition to digesting the 
people’s opinions and speak- 
ing to their individual con- 
cerns within the week.

the game. 

Those two big defensive 
stops put the Wildcats 
offense to come back on the 
field, run out the clock, 
allowing the players to cele- 
brate with a 20-15 victory, 
improving the team’s record 
to: 3-0 on the young season. 
This‘is the best start to a 
Season since the Wildcats 
started off 6-0 in 2010. 

Last year Wilmington fin- 
ished the entire season with 
two -wins-and: did not win a 
league contest. The last win 
against a Middlesex League 
Freedom Division team 
came in 2015 when the ‘Cats 
knocked off Watertown, 20-6 
and two weeks before that 
was Wakefield, 13-6. 

Friday night’s league open- 
ing victory against a very 
big, . physical and tough 
Warriors’ team, is arguably 
thé program’s biggest win in 
quite some time. 

-Turner was asked the ques- 
tion if he thought his team 
would be 3-0 with what he 
saw during the pre-season. 

“No,” he answered as a 
matter of fact. “I was hop- 
ing’ we would be 2-0 and then 
we would take our shot 
(against Wakefield). It’s 
hard to tell because I wasn’t 
sure if we were there yet. We 
still may not be but we took 
a really good step to beat a 
team like that, with their 
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tradition I think is pretty 
special for our kids.” 

Wilmington jumped out to 
a 20-0 lead only to see 
Wakefield score two touch- 
downs in the second quarter, 
and converting a pass play 
on the conversion making it 
20-15 at the break. 

Both teams had offensive 
drives deep into the other 
team’s end but couldn’t con- 


vert. After Wakefield 
blocked a second 
Wilmington punt, the 


Warriors took over from the 
Wildcats’ 40-yard line. They 
moved the ball 6, 8, 8 and 2 
yards - all running plays - to 
set up third-and-one from 
the 17. 

“My brother (Sean Turner, 
the defensive coordinator) 
came up with the idea to 
switch Roberts to the inside 
and he made the big stop 
(on third down) which got us 
going for the that fourth 
down play,” said Turner. “I 
thought (on fourth down) 
they might pound us with 
(Fitzpatrick) and I turned to 
one of the (assistants) and 
said, ‘If I were them I would 
go with the jet sweep’ 
because it had been their 
best play all second half and 
they did. 

“They gave us a funky for- 
mation which the kids were 
ready for and all of them 
just came up to make a tack- 
le. I didn’t even see who 
made the tackle - I was just 
so excited.” 

Wilmington’s defense held 
Wakefield to just six yards of 
total offense in the first 
quarter and then five addi- 
tional yards through the 
first 5:05 of the second quar- 
ter. At that point, giving up 
just 11 yards of offense, the 
Wildcats had built a 20-0 
lead. Graham Smith con- 
nected with Roberts for a 7- 
yard pass for the first score, 
before Roberts added a 66- 
yard run. John Kenney - 
who by the way ran for at 
least 200 yards for his sec- 
ond straight game - then 
added a 55-yard run and a 
conversion rush. 

“Our kids just worked their 
absolute tails off,” said 
Turner. “We didn’t play a 
ton of kids tonight. I don’t 
think we made a single 
offensive substitution all 
night and defensively we 
only made a few. They are a

very good team and we knew 
that. They are big, they are 
physical and we knew that it 
was going to take our best. It 
was kind of Fool’s Gold get- 
ting out to that big lead 
because we knew that they 
were better than that. 

“We hadn’t show the Wing 
stuff with Tyler Roberts yet. 
We had been kind of working 
on that and we sprung him. 
We have to get better. We 
have to be able to throw the 
ball better to give us a 
chance. Word is out on John 
Kenney so teams are going 
to start to load up to try to 
stop him. We need to get a 
little more consistent with 
the passing game and once 
we do that, the offense will 
really open up.”

“There were a couple of 
times where he got hit two 
or three times behind the 
line of scrimmage and he 
still popped free for a three- 
yard gain. Those things are 
huge as it could be second- 
and-12 instead of second- 
and-seven or eight. That’s 
enormous. 

“John is a real special kid. 
He’s a tough, physical kid 
and that doesn’t really show 
in his stature but he runs 
just so hard. He’s a one cut 
guy. He sticks his foot in the 
ground and he goes.” 

Midway through the sec- 
ond quarter, Wilmington 
went three-and-out but 
Smith’s punt was partially 
blocked. That gave 
Wakefield the ball on the 
Wildcats’ 17 and two plays 
later Ryan Fitzpatrick ran 
through the middle of the 
defense for a 12-yard TD, 
and the kick was good mak- 
ing it 20-7. 

Just 75 seconds later, 
Wakefield got the back again 
as Andrew Miller intercept- 
ed a Smith pass and 
returned it just inside mid- 
field. Six plays later, 
Fitzpatrick scored his sec- 
ond TD on a 1-yard run. The 
Warriors faked the kick and 
Alex Joloy found Brendan 
Coughlin in the back of the 
end zone for the conversion 
to make it 20-15. 

In the second | half, 
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Wakefield showed more of 
its Shotgun/Wing-T forma- 
tions with end arounds and 
direct snaps to Fitzpatrick. 

“We were very well pre- 
pared, said Turner.” “We 
had a pretty good scout plan 
on them. We met as coaches 
and were concerned about 
their offense. We knew what 
they like to do to us, and 
defensivdly “we were “very 
worried about their defense. 
They are very strong and 
tough upfront and we knew 
that was going to be the 
match-up. 

“We said all week that 
defense would have to win us 
this game and it did, it did. 
To keep those guys off the 
scoreboard the entire second 
half is unreal. (Fitzpatrick 
is) a tough physical kid and 
just such a good runner. 
That’s a _ good football 
team.” 

Last week Wilmington’s 
offensive line struggled a 
bit, the team took too many 
ill-advised penalties and 
also had to take a handful of 
unnecessary timeouts. 
Friday night all of that was 
cleaned up, especially in the 
first half that saw 
Wilmington completely dom- 
inate with 224 total yards of 
offense compared to 81 for 
Wakefield with 37 coming on 
one play. 

“We were just gashing 
them. We put in some new 
stuff that. they probably 
weren’t ready for but a cred- 
it to them, they got it 
schemed up. We were up 20- 
0, did an onside kick and we 


recovered and had the gold- 
en chance to put this away 
(but the penalty negated'the 
possession). And that’s what 
we talked about at halftime 
that we need to learn how to 
win football games. I think 
we took a real good step in 
the right direction. 

“That’s a good team that 
we just beat. To be able to 
‘buckle down’ and get stops 
like that was pretty impres- 
sive,” said Turner. 

Now Wilmington will truly 
be tested. With a very short 
week, the ‘Cats will line-up 
against the best team (on 
paper) in the league as 
Melrose comes to town for a 
Thursday night match-up.

» If ever there was a week 
‘that could be described as 
‘full of highs and lows, the 
‘Shawsheen Tech Girls 
Soecer team certainly lived 
it last week, as the Lady 
Rams went 2-2 on the week, 
pulling off a pair of impres- 
sive wins over CAC rival 
Minuteman last Thursday by 
a score of 3-0, and Notre 
Dame on Tuesday by a score 
of 4-2. 

Between those two wins 
however were a pair of tough 
non-league losses to 
Wakefield last Friday by a 
score of 8-0 and to North 
Reading on Monday by a 
score of 7-0, leaving 
Shawsheen with a 4-5 record 
at the halfway point of the 
season. 

While the non-league losses 
were certainly tough to take, 
Shawsheen coach Doug 
Michaud was anything but 
discouraged with his team’s 
performance this week. 
Rather, he feels his team is 
well equipped to be success- 
ful for the rest of the season. 

“T think that we are in a 
good spot, despite a couple 
of tough losses,” Michaud 
said. “We faced some great 
competition, and we were 
able to hash out a lot of 
stuff, and we know where 
our weaknesses are. If we 
can work on some of those 
things I think we have a very 
good shot at the league title. 

“We have the potential to 
be very good, We have a 
very strong team, it’s just a 
matter of coming to play 
every game.” 

The Lady Rams certainly 
came to play on Tuesday 
when they traveled to 
Tyngsboro to take on Notre 
Dame and came away with a 
4-2 victory. Senior midfield- 
er Brittany Malfa_ of 
Tewksbury powered the 
offense for Shawsheen with 
two goals and one assist, 
while junior forward Megan 
Brown had a goal and fresh- 
man forward Maya DiMino 
had a goal and an assist. 

“This was a big win for us,” 
Michaud said. “We needed a 
win just for our team morale 
after a couple of tough loss- 
es, so this was an important 
game for us.” 

The game also marked the 
return of junior midfielder 


Rylie Lage, who had missed 
the entire season to this 
point after being in a car 
accident during the off sea- 
son, Lage not only returned 
to the lineup, but she 
returned to the starting line- 
up and gave the Lady Rams 
a big boost. 

“She was our first player 
off the bench last season, so 
it was great to have her 
back,” Michaud said. “I was 
able to start her at center- 
mid, which allowed me to 
put Maya (DiMino) up front 
and she had a great game. 
She had the goal, and she 
also had a couple of other 
opportunities.” 

Prior to their consecutive 
losses to Wakefield and 
North Reading, the Lady 
Rams had picked up an 
impressive 3-0 win over 
Minuteman in a game thy 
dominated from start to fin- 
ish. It was the first shutout 
of the season for the Lady 
Rams, who played a great 
possession game and got 
goals from senior forward 
and captain Angie 
Bankowski of Tewksbury, 
junior midfielder Monique 
Kazelyan and Jenna Nelson. 

Others who played well for 
the Lady Rams _ included 
Catherine McKenna of 
Wilmington, Jacqui Megna, 
Maya DiMino, and Talia 
Steed of Wilmington, while 
goalie Emily Langone of 
Tewksbury was outstanding 
in picking up the shutout. 

“This was another impor- 
tant game for us,” Michaud 
said. “We have a big group 
of freshmen and a big group 
of seniors on the team, so 
there is a big age difference, 
and the core has been there 
for a long time. We need 
them to be comfortable with 
the freshman and I think the 
Minuteman game was a 
good sign that the team is 
really starting to turn the 
corner.” 

The Lady Rams are now off 
until next Monday when they 
will host Assabet in 
Billerica.
